Despatohes from Towa give full details of 
tho terrible cyclone of Thursday, Soarcely 
a dwelling or barn is loft in ita track. Tho 
town of Lancaster is entirely demolished. 
¢, |The cyclone started near the city and ad 
d | vanced northeastwardly, passing north of 
11 | Tallyrand through the German settlement 
of Baden. Itapproached the lino of Wash 
ington county, where it jumped a distance 
n | of about eight miles and awept along the 
ground for six or eight miles and then dis 
appoared in the middle of the township as 
suddenly as ithad appeared. The fright 
of the people rendera thom unable to give a 
satisfactory account of the tornado, Those 
who witnessed 1c saw timber, cattle, sheep, 
mud and

with terrific force, Many saved their lives 
by going into cellars, Some who considers 
ed themselves safe in their dwellings found 
themselves sprawling on the ground in an 
instant, the houses being thrown over by the 
tornado. Boards and heavy timbers were 
driven into the ground ao tightly as to be 
immovable, Dead horses, cattle and hogs 
are visible on all sides, and chickens wore 
found without feathers. On the farm of 
Jobo Cubningbam three hundred ot bis 

STOCK WERE KILLED OUTRIGHT. 
His family went into the cellar at the 
approach of the storm, but were lifted out 
and throwh on the ground by the wind, 
Mr, Davis, of the next farm east of Oun- 
ningham’s, was killed, Mr, Hansell, who 
was with him at the time, received injuries 
from which he died Friday. All of his 
clothing was torn from his person. The 
stumps of the trees over whieh the cyclone 
passed have the appearance of being siwed 
off clean’ und smoothly. “A school house, 
containing the teacher and twenty pupils, 
was torn to pleces, The daughter of Henry 
Rathmail was carried a quarter of a mile, 
where her mangled body was found almost 
nude, Mrs, Smith and six scholars were 
badly injured, Mud was throwa with such 
force into their faces as to leave the appear~

Mrs. Walters was instantly killed 
near the school house, She had twin 
babies in her arms when found, oye of 
which died from injuries receiyed on Thura~ 
day, while the otberescaped unhurt, Two 
others of Mrs, Walters’ childrev, who were 
ip the school-house at the time were fatally 
injured. Orchards were completely destroy~ 
ed. Aman named Baker, who was driving 
a team of mules, saw the storm approach 
ing and took reluge uodera hedge, tmor 
whence man, waggon and team were taken 
up And carried # quarter of a mile into the 
fields. Baker esoaped uninjured! Pieces 
of hail found weighed seven ounces, and 
were nine inches in circumference, ann 
sonie still larger are reported having beed 
found. A flock of 150 sheep, huddled to- 
gother, were taken up by the storm, carried 
half a mile, and when they struck the earth 
all but 40 were actually torn to fragments, 
and scittered along the route of the cyplone. 
Very little definite information has been 
received from Keokuck Oounty; but it is 
known that Mrs. Campbell, Mrs, Endle- 
berg and three children were killed. The 
losa of property is estimated at $100,000.

Getting Plenty of Fresh Eggs. 


Thirty years ago J was troubled just as 
my neighbor now is, I fed my hend plonty 
of corn and got but few eggs.’ I reasoned 
upon the matter, aod happened to think 


whites of eggs Were much alike, Now it 
has been long known to milkmgn that 
wheat middlings and bran gre about the 
best of any food to make a cow give milk, 
why not then the best to make hend lay 
eggs? I tried it, and since then have had 
notrouble, My mode of preparing the feed 
is to mix five parts of bran with one part 
of middlings. Io the morning J wet up 
about four quarta of the mixture in a large 
tin pan, taking paina to have it rather dry, 
‘Vhis Tact in a warm, 
sunny spot, south of their ahed, and they 
walk up, take p fow dips, don't seem to 
fancy it like corn, and start off on a short 
hunt for something better, but always com- 
ing round ins short time for a few more 
dips from the dish of bras, There ie little 
time during the day but what one or more 
aro standing by the pan and helping them. 
selves, 1 am careful to mix for them just 
fis much as they will consume during the 
day. At night, just bofore they ropair to 
the roost, I usually throw them about a 
pint of shelled corn, well scattered, 60 that 
each one oan get but a fow kerools, If 
your liens don’t incline to eat this food at 
firet, eprinkle a little Indian meal on it. I 
would like all who complain of not gesting 
; | ¢@g8 to try my plan, and 1 think they will 
neyer be sorry.

GREAT DESTRUCTION OFPROPERTY, 


(From the Perth Courter) 

On Friday aftornoon last, between five 
ond six o'clock, terrific tornado passed 
through this section ot country, exceeding 
in violence and its destructive effects any 
thing’ within the memory of even the old~ 
est resideota of old Lanark county. Ite 
path is marked by the ruing of bouses, 
barns, "stables, fences, and treea ; aod its 
debrie cover the ground as it the band of 
some Titan had scattered in his rage the 
most enduring ‘worke of nature and man, 
ruthlessly far and wide, Though we baye 
not heard the full extent of its devastation, 
or been informed of the exact route it fol- 
Jowed during ita visit here, we have learn- 
ed sufficient to infer that the cyclone took 
4h almost circula¥ sweep through the coun~ 
try, travelling like destroying angel, 
through Elmaley, Montague,’ Biackwith, 
Ramsay, ‘Darling and Lavant—where it 
aported with buildings, fences and woods 
‘in a manner almost suggestive of West Io 
dian hurricanes, Its path was between an 
eighth and a quarter of,a mile wide; and 
on one side of ite sweep the debris was 
thrown towards the south ; on the opposite 
side, to the northward. It was generally 
accompanied with @ lieavy fall of rain, and 
its course was traced overhead by & pitcli- 
black cloud, which moved in majestic py- 
ations peculiar to circular wind-storme, 
Ite stay ut each point occupied about two 
minutes—quite long enough, Strange to 
say, nO lives were lost in the prevalent de 
struction, though apparently there was ter- 
riblé room for casualties und futulitios— 


boards, timbers, and trees’ were burlud 
through the dir for hundreds of yards, and 
sometimes driven into the ground and into 
stumps so forcibly that in miny cuses they 
could not be removed by manual power,

A new revolving signal light, to. be at-

Powers of Parliamentary

When the Hon, Mr. Huntingdon’s

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“The ‘Return’ Inspires mirth and sorrow 
atone and tho same time, Sadness, because 
wo evidently see a spirit of oxclusivenoas, 
bigotry and bad treatment towards our 
peoply generally, Mirthful, when towards 
the end, we discover what may possibly be 
three Catholic appointments, and which wo

The 
lucky trlo were appoloted to office vice Jane 
Birchall, Mary Birchall and Mary Kannan, 
who vacated thelr positions when the Mowat 
Administration came into power, If, upon 
Investigation, they turn out to be Catholica 
and Irish, the safety of the Ontario Cabinet 
will stand uolmperilied. The Browns, 
Bla! and Mackenzie can point, with great 
satisfaction, to the fair treatment received 
by Irish Catholica at the hands of the 
Government, when Mistresa Brady and her 
cosworkers are recelving tho benefits of 
important public trasts at the lucrative sum 
of fifty conta per day, COE eh altting of 
the House of Aasembly! here are the 
chiefs of the Catholic League ?
